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[Music] it is just after midnight now in the Persian Gulf day 2 of Operation Desert Storm gets underway allied 
naval forces now appeared to be gearing up for an amphibious assault on Kuwait both u.s. and Iraqi leaders 
feign to have God on their side president bush and many of his cabinet members attend a church service 
and Iraqi television shows Saddam Hussein at prayer hello I'm Cheryl akesson at CNN center in Atlanta and 
I'm Ralph winged dude we still haven't been able to communicate with our people in Baghdad the Iraqi 
government disrupted the line just about five hours ago where you course we'll keep you informed but 
another developments we can tell you this US and Allied forces are launching a third wave of almost 
unanswered bombing raids against Iraq and occupied Kuwait at this hour the Allied forces reportedly have 
flown more than 1300 sorties against the rock and occupied Kuwait ever since the start of the war but so far 
reports only three planes lost in the battle Baghdad radio claims the rocky forces have shot down 44 
attacking allied warplanes with more developments in the Gulf CNN's al Hinman filed this report on Iraqi 
television pictures of Saddam Hussein with his troops along with a vow to fight on no longer on television 
around the world live reporting from Baghdad Iraqi censors pulled the plug on CNN three correspondents last 
live link to the outside world shortly afterwards Iraqi TV was reported off the air but Iraqi radio continued 
broadcasting in the Persian Gulf preparations appeared to be under way for an amphibious assault on 
Kuwait Allied forces poised waiting for word to join the action along the Kuwaiti Saudi border a Saudi oil 
facility burned following one of the few Iraqi attack [Music] Operation Desert Storm is so far an aerial war 
therefore more than 1,000 
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aerial war therefore more than 1,000 Allied air sorties not making it back to base three warplanes one each 
from the United States the United Kingdom and Kuwait Allied commanders were pleased with their early 
successes but agreed the war is far from one we've been instructed to execute the plan to carry on these 
operations until we have achieved our objective our objective is to get Saddam Hussein out of Kuwait that's 
yet to happen according to a Kuwaiti eyewitness confrontation between the Queen underground and around 
the world fears of possible Iraqi terrorist bombing taunting an ever higher level of security waits US 
ambassador thank you to the allies we hope this will conclude swiftly and decisively al hinman CNN reporting 
as we told you a moment ago about five hours ago CNN's crews and correspondents in Baghdad were taken 
to the bomb shelter of their hotel the al-rasheed hotel by Iraqi officials we're still trying to re-establish contact 
with them so that we can get more reports out for you in the meantime let's go live to the White House and 
CNN's charles bierbauer Charles Cheryl this has been a day of appraisals and prayers for President Bush a 
series of meetings and briefings two of them in the Cabinet Room with leaders of Congress and members of 
the president's cabinet President Bush is taking a careful but a very favorable view of the way things are 
going he is certainly pleased with the early results at the start of that cabinet meeting the president was 
asked if the only way out for Saddam Hussein is unconditional surrender 
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using force until he the fully complies with the resolution so let's not worry about what we call it let's worry 
about college we want to make it clear full compliance with the UN resolution full compliance with the 
objectives of the coalition forces | think all of us are very pleased in so far the operation is going forward with 
with great success and we keep praying that the loss of life will be held at an absolute minimum and | feel so 
strongly about our our troops over there certainly | feel that way about with them and | feel that way about the 
innocents who might get caught up in this complex President Bush and many of his key advisors also 
attended a church service today at nearby Fort Myer that's a army installation just outside of Washington the 
at that particular service Billy Graham the Evangelist who had spent the night at the White House as the 
president's guest lamented that at this late date in the twentieth century the world is still unable to solve its 
problems peacefully charles bierbauer CNN live at the White House charles's we hear reports of what has 
happened so far in this war out of the White House the Pentagon | get the sense that it is tough to walk a line 
between measured optimism and the danger of overconfidence the president wanting to save it is happy with 
the operations so far but not wanting to be too happy or too pleased because it's so early on from a military 
standpoint there's no question as that the bombing operations have been extremely successful but what you 
hear is that we are now in day two of this operation we've been told by officials here and over at the 
Pentagon that it has a considerable way to go no one can Say precisely and we have only 
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one can say precisely and we have only dealt with an air war at this point on a one's if there is a ground war 
ahead that could be extremely complicated and extremely costly hence the extreme caution the resolutions 
that Congress passed authorizing the use of force required the president to give certain notification to certain 
members of Congress before the action was taken the president did complete those notifications that was 
reported we had heard President Reagan's say in the past that the capital leaks like a sieve and that there 
was a danger in telling anybody what one was planning to do and yet this seems except a total secret was 
that a surprise you think I'm not sure that one should look upon that as a surprise what the president did was 
in the hour or two before the launching of that the fact he called the congressional leadership the Speaker of 
the House the majority leader in the Senate the president pro tempore very responsible individuals they had 
indeed after all the debate was done on Capitol Hill says the will of the Senate he has he the president has 
the authority to do as has been decided here Speaker Foley and Senator Mitchell who were both at the 
White House today fully endorsed what the president is doing | don't think there was a problem of leaks in 
any way shape or form by informing those gentlemen certainly not Thank You Charles bierbauer reporting to 
us from the White House ralphe at the United Nations at the SAR we're hearing reports that there could be 
several countries who are in favor of reconvening the Security Council to get the latest on that let's go to the 
United Nations now and CNN the Cheney motors Jeanne welfare water service reports and | think some of 
the reports are based on the Algerian news agency saying that several countries have called on the Security 
Council to order an immediate halt to the us-led war these countries of the Algeria Libya and Yemen now we 
don't attach a lot of significance to this yet because they even if these countries do 
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because they even if these countries do call on the council to order an immediate halt it is simply a totally far- 
fetched out of the question idea the UN Security Council is this is just an idea that has no support in the 
Security Council and even if it did have support in the Security Council the US has veto power the Soviet 
Union has veto power Britain has veto power it would simply be killed if there is any sort of move in its 
direction just a few minutes ago | got off the phone with the Cuban ambassador to the UN in Cuba is one of 
the two countries that voted against the use of force resolution in the Security Council and | said to the 
Cuban ambassador ambassador what are your options he said the options are very few there just isn't much 
that can be done for those countries that want to try to stop this us-led action so right now there are no plan 
for the council to meet yet | absolutely wouldn't rule out a possible meeting to talk about it but as for their 
Ashley being actions to the Security Council | simply seems out of the question so Genie there's no there's 
no sense there that people are running around trying to look for any way possible perhaps to find some kind 
of a peace initiative there really isn't at this point because everyone is saying and the secretary-general 


repeated it again today that the only way for this to end is for Iraq to get out of Kuwait everyone is saying that 
and given a situation with the veto power in the Security Council the u.s. can enforce its wishes along with 
Britain in the Soviet Union and the Soviet Union even has been very strong with its public support for the for 
the u.s. action and and so | really don't see any peace initiative coming out of here at this point all right thank 
you we'll keep in touch Jeanne boats at the United Nations Cheryl we have an update now from the State 
Department and CNN's Russ Begleiter Ralph Cheryl the u.s. is offering no public indication of how the Iraqis 
might bring about an ends of the 
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Iraqis might bring about an ends of the attacks there is no communication direct or indirect with the Iraqi 
government right now and officials say here there is no indication that Iraq even wants the thoughts of the 
US in fact now that the fighting has begun that talking appears to have stopped aim has changed and he 
must one way or the other leave Kuwait and one way or the other the 12 United Nations resolutions are 
going to be officials here agree the United States may not be the first to hear from the Iraqis some officials 
expect Iraq to get in touch first with some Arab intermediary or perhaps a former allies that this plan for the 
Soviet Union rather than the United States Secretary of State James Baker has been staying closely in touch 
with President Bush today and reportedly has had no contact even with other members of the international 
coalition against Iraq since the attacks began there have been a number of incidents at American diplomatic 
outposts around the world the Molotov cocktails in Milan and a few broken windows at the Embassy in 
Islamabad to prevent such incidents here in Washington security here at the State Department is unusually 
tight inferences have been changed access routes closed off but there has been no indication of any threat 
here and despite the fighting in the Gulf US officials say there's been no sign of any credible terrorist threat 
Ralph's leg letters CNN reporting live from the State Department he raised an interesting point Ralph we 
asked that the Frank Sesno at the White House last hour how would President Hussein get in touch with 
President Bush Ismene be perhaps the biggest signal that the President Bush could be looking forward the 
actual truth movement rather than a telephone call or personal contact | think the United States is looking for 
truth movement for withdrawal from Kuwait but if there were some diplomatic exchange to be conducted | 
think it would be unlikely that President Hussein would try to get in touch with President Bush although the 
Iraqis have tried to make this look like an iraqi-american conflict it wouldn't surprise me if they 
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conflict it wouldn't surprise me if they ROK tries to go through someone else such as Algeria Tunisia the 
Jordanians perhaps all of whom have good contacts with the United States but it would prevent it would 
enable Saddam Hussein to conduct whatever negotiations he might want to conduct without having to fall on 
his knees of the United States Thank You Ralph Begleiter reporting to us from the State Department well so 
far of course this has been an air war and of course the Marines in the desert continue to wait they are 
anxious to find out what happens in the next phase of Operation Desert Storm right now let's pause for a 
moment listen to some of the sights and sounds of the marine players at the beginning of operations well | 
think there's a great deal of relief that we're doing what we came here to do and that we're on our way 
anything to speed this up to get us home sooner it's fine with me and you're happy we've gone to work yes 
sir I'm not glad about the aspect about going to war and | don't think any marine sitting here in this desert is 
but something's happening and it's the start started son to them thinking about him you can hear the rumbles 
last night when it was real quiet like wow okay it started and then you start thinking about now now what's 
gonna happen that's what I'm worried about what happens next it's just beginning he is a very big military 
fourth largest in the world some people think you know it's come easy it's not gonna be an easy walk like 
paying a month enabling one of these don't even come out very quickly the United States is coming 
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on the main highway leading north which border there are voids of business always war with America 
Marines in the desert Admiral Robert Dunn was Chief of Naval Operations for air warfare and the senior 
advisor to the US Naval Institute Admiral Dunn joins us now from our Bureau in Washington for a 
conversation of what's been going on in the Gulf sir | have to begin by asking you Admiral your thoughts on 
President Bush's decision to act as he did well | certainly support the president Foursquare he did what he 
had to do and he did it in a timely fashion and he allowed the Armed Forces to execute the best plan 
available to them as chief of naval operations for air warfare you are obviously thinking very very much about 
the way our pilots performed well that's absolutely right and the pilots evidently performed superbly the we 
don't have all of the evidence back from what they actually accomplished that awaits release | guess by the 
Defense Department but the fact that all but three of them came back to their bases shows that they did a 
good job they did the job the way they were trained to do it did the fact that the attack by some people's 
accounts anyway that it came so quickly after the deadline did that surprise you no not really | think that 
though once the deadline passed we had to do something and the troops were ready they were at their peak 
and it was time to send them into the game what about the lack of response by Iraq we used Brides by that 
no Iraq does not have a reputation of having a capability to fight at night they were surprised we took 
advantage of our Nate tape abilities in the Air Force and with the Navy aviators and the marine aviators there 
and so | wasn't at all surprised that they were surprised and did not respond so if this had been a day attack 
the result could have been entirely different is that what you're saying | don't think it would have been entirely 
different there may have been some difference for example they could have 
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difference for example they could have perhaps done better with the right aircrew they could have done 
better with their service their missiles they might have even gotten some of their aircraft airborne but by 
attacking at night we were able to suppress that before they were able to react all right we had seen and 
heard what happened on night one we are now in May - what do you expect to happen | think it'll be more of 
the same we'll have to go back and revisit some of the targets that weren't completely neutralized during the 
first night and during the day today | think we may see some attacks from heavier aircraft from b-52 attacks 
perhaps further into the country just kind of cleaning up on things they didn't get the first couple of days you 
expect this to continue to be an Air Assault | think that the air war will last for another two to four days in 
order to ensure that we've gained air dominance and then after that if the operational commanders deem it 
necessary the president deems it necessary the ground war will commence we think's going to happen then 
if the ground forces have to go in well | | don't have any access to the plans | think that there will be an 
assault at some place of Iraqi weakness perhaps in several directions and go ahead and try to trap some of 
the lraqi troops and talk them into surrendering giving up their arms and reducing lots of life that way what 
about Saddam Hussein himself any chance of him giving up that's a question for a psychologist | guess | 
don't think there's any real chance of him giving up until we go in and take some of the territory and 
neutralize most of his ground forces there is still a threat of warning actually to do Israel is that a realistic 
threat well we seem to have neutralized all of the fixed cruise missiles I'm sorry ballistic missiles that Iraq has 
there may be a few mobile scuds around and that's one of the jobs of the air forces during the next period of 
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air forces during the next period of time to ensure that those missiles are neutralized that's really | think the 
only threat to Israel an air attack is unlikely the Israeli Air Force would get through the attacking Iraqi aircraft 
before they could get started the other possibility of course a terrorist attacks and that's a different subject all 
right Admiral rubber done thank you sir for being with us thank you we'll be back with more right after this 
[Music] you as you know there have been quite a few protests across the country against the war effort and 
in Los Angeles are a group of high school students who are taking things into their own hands in a well 
maybe not an unusual way but they hope perhaps an effective way then Blackburn is in Los Angeles now he 
brings his up the base bed Ralph this may be the largest demonstration in the city of Los Angeles today 
opposing the war in the Middle East the interesting thing about this particular demonstration is that it has 
been organized and completely made up of junior high school students was put together by a 15 year old 


student here at burrows junior high on the outskirts of Hollywood and obviously from what you can see it has 
been remarkably successful that is not to say that every student in this junior high school is opposed to the 
war opinions clearly are 
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opposed to the war opinions clearly are divided but the sentiment against the war is large and vocal among 
those taking part has been Amanda Lewis Amanda you helped organize this how would you describe the set 
of MOU among your fellow students well you know we have divided and we have with us peaceful protest 
right now you know it's hard when you have students running things but | think it's going pretty well it was 
hard organizing but you know get our point across we did use our voices loudly and what we wanted to 
stretch it is a peaceful demonstration it's not something that you know you got across or it's something that 
was peaceful here for peace or in here already and in kids 1314 are the people in the school actually taking it 
seriously who are not going to know how they feel because yeah they're out of date where they're immature 
and they don't really know you know what's going on thank you very much for talking with these seven 
straights it will continue for a short while and then the students will all go back to class where it's likely the 
butt is going in the on in the Middle East will continue to be a subject of discussion and debate Dan 
Blackburn CNN live in Hollywood we're going from Hollywood now to Capitol Hill where CNN's bob franken 
has been measuring congressional opinion to what's been happening the past two days apparently 
Congress is together on wanting to praise or show their support for President Bush but not on exactly how to 
do it Bob actually sherilee the difference is whether or not to show 
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difference is whether or not to show support for President Bush at least in the official wording of the 
resolution of support everybody is together in wanting to show support for the American fighting men and 
women in the Persian Gulf but side has become a political dispute over whether that same resolution should 
express support for the president the Democrats are saying that would just cause unnecessary political 
debate the Republicans are saying that you cannot have support for the troops without having support for the 
commander-in-chief what will be the business of Congress over the next couple of days Bob well actually 
Congress doesn't really have much of a role here it's really now in the hands of the executive branch and 
most of the people in Congress really just want to in effect stay in the background I'm reminded of the 
Hippocratic oath the first words of which are first do no harm and | think that that's really sort of the view up in 
Congress they don't want to do anything that would harm the American effort against Iraq at this time least 
don't want to do anything that would be perceived as doing harm to it as you've been mingling as | assume 
you must have been with some of the Senators representatives today what are the kinds of things you've 
been hearing them say well most of them are wondering what's going to happen most of them are hoping 
that this is a short war most of them know or say they know that if the war is attracted if there are more and 
more casualties it's going to become a more divided nation and there's quite a bit of consciousness as you're 
probably a world aware Cheryl over the possibility that we would slink into the kind of morass in the United 
States that had gripped the country during the Vietnam era tell us about partisan politics the role they may 
play in the near future right now Congress is showing support for the action the President Bush has taken it's 
not for President Bush himself but we know that in the back of their mind some of the Democrats have hoped 
they could get some sort of advantage with the American public their party in the upcoming presidential 
election at what point do you expect to see some of this actually come into play well if you look real closely 
you can see some now it's not a matter at this point or trying to get an advantage it's really probably more 
point Cheryl of trying not to be 
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more point Cheryl of trying not to be stuck with a disadvantage right now there are a combination of things 
one there is a genuine patriotism as you can imagine among most members of Congress but at the same 
time everybody wants to make sure that he or she comes out politically as far ahead he or she can or at least 


politically not too far behind thank you very much bob franken reporting to us from Capitol Hill we'll be back

Marines like these and a powerful allied army are on the move along Saudi Arabia's 
border with Kuwait meanwhile the aerial pounding of Iraq continues the Iraqis claimed 44 Allied planes 
destroyed but the United Nations coalition admits only three planes Lord one each from the United States 
Britain and Kuwait the Iraqis also claimed to have downed thirty three missiles like these tomahawks in the 
battleship USS Wisconsin Iraq says missiles and bombs have killed 23 civilians and wounded 33 but give no 
figures on military casualties President Bush briefed congressional leaders on the war in the Gulf the 
president said Operation Desert Storm is going forward with great success and added that he hopes that 
loss of life can be kept to a minimum 
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loss of life can be kept to a minimum Iraqi television showed pictures of Saddam Hussein walking among the 
cheering crowds of Baghdad but it isn't certain whether these pictures were taken before or after the 
bombing raid the Iraqi leaders still defiant said President Bush is deluding himself if he thinks the Iraqi 
ground army can be neutralized a rock ordered CNN's Baghdad staff as we said earlier off the air we still are 
attempting to re-establish communication with them an interesting day has closed on Wall Street it has been

over-the-counter market the Nasdaq Composite up 10 and 2/3 points oil prices nose-diving today the US 
benchmark crude fell seven and a half dollars at the open that plunge resulted in a one-hour trading halt at 
the New York Mercantile Exchange when trading resumed crude continues to slide the closed down ten

and he files this report it is a non-stop round-the-clock operation all day long Air Force and Marine jet fighters 
took off from this Persian Gulf Air Base heading for Iraq they were bristling with bombs and missiles harm 
Farrow Sidewinder one by one the war planes returned their bomb rack empty but not for long immediately 
ground crews rearm the powerful jet fresh and rusted pilots and crews got ready to take off again 
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ready to take off again some of them making sure their bullet have Saddam Hussein's name on them the 
flight crews had been briefed thoroughly have been told what to expect especially in the way of anti-aircraft 
fire still this is the first time most have seen combat and they were not fully prepared for what they saw you 
always hear about what you see on the ground people talk to you about what Vietnam but when you first see 
it impressive it was something I've never experienced before up until those pretty well trained forks but until 
you got to see all the the Triple A the lights coming up tracers it's kind of a different experience pilot said they 
escaped the anti-aircraft fire by staying above it American military commanders are concerned that Saddam

still no confirmation that any of Iraq's Scud ballistic missiles have been launched there is a sense here at the 
Pentagon that all of these fixed sites desperate missiles have sucked up there though is though still 
concerned that some of the Iraqi via mobile Scud missiles may have been moved may have been hidden 
and still represents a source of some concern to senior Pentagon officials there is some concern that the 
Iraqis may average to launch a scud missile although that has not yet occurred | wouldn't be a word here the 
official word is only one us Say director there was down say 18 a 
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us say director there was down say 18 a navy plane and the pup was killed in in that operation over Iraq 
there's also word that there were still hundred Tomahawk cruise unmanned missiles that were launched 
against targets no confirmation that any additional tomahawks have been launched we did learn from this 
senior Pentagon official that US ground forces are moving closer to the border but they have not moved 
across the border into occupied Cooper's the air strikes are going to continue at least for the next few days 
also this sense from the official that there doesn't appear to be any greater resistance anti-aircraft resistance 
from Iraqi forces as the hours of this war continue we'd be general sense as a matter of policy or just as a 
matter of tactics is that ferocious anti-aircraft resistance will be occurs at the start of an air campaign rather 
than continues we did get confirmation also senior Pentagon official the u.s. b-52 long-range strategic 
bombers are involved very very significantly in this campaign earlier CNN reported of that D b-52s were 
using some of this very heavy bombs let's go after police Republican Guard forces in the Western Kuwait 
litter up there's also planned final word here from this briefing that that's on Porter says that some of the US 
and Allied planes that went over Kuwait Rock didn't drop five but actually just leaflets leaflets in Arabic 
except to the Iraqi troops and others exactly what was going in with themselves been joining me in our 
Washington metro to discuss some of these issues is CNN special special assignment correspondent Steven 
Emerson who himself is a recognized authority on terrorism 
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is a recognized authority on terrorism and other issues he's been checking with his sources here in 
Washington Steve what first of all could you tell us about the threat of terrorism emerging from this war well 
that obviously is the ace in the hole in Saddam Hussein's arsenal at this point in the United States the FBI 
has basically been working together with parts of the military and they don't really believe that there's really 
any hardcore threat to American installations bases or centers in Washington in it or any other metropolitan 
area that's different however for Europe and | think in the next three or four days we'll probably see some 
outbreak of freelance terrorist group striking on behalf of Saddam Hussein if not directly controlled by him 
certainly done in the spirit of sort of punishing the American infidels who have attacked the Arab land see if 
you've checked with your sources how do you see this operation going what's the next stage in your opinion 
is it going to be strictly air when will the ground troops go in that's a good question that the phase one has 
already been basically accomplished softening up the target hitting out the anti-aircraft missiles and hitting 
the offensive capability of Saddam Hussein to retaliate phase two will be going after and demolishing 
Saddam Hussein's weapons of mass destruction obviously to hit a and destroy a nuclear site or a chemical 


weapons facility that's built perhaps six stories underground it takes more than just two or three air strikes it 
could take perhaps a dozen and | think that's what's going to happen right now and third phase of the 
campaign which could start in four days five days will be the ground on foot and that really will be the test of 
the United States to wage the most precarious and probably the most dangerous part of this campaign will 
where there will be ground - there will be hand-to-hand combat with Iraqi soldiers in Kuwait if they do not 
surrender or leave well if you think 
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surrender or leave well if you think that Saddam Hussein is they're going to surrender what what are your 
intelligence sources telling you about that | spoke to Israeli intelligence people who do not believe that 
Saddam Hussein will ever formally surrender in fact they believe that he has nothing to gain by surrendering 
he can still lose the war even get demolished have his weapons of mass destruction destroyed and still be 
able to claim he is the victor by having his regime remain intact and say that he stood up to the American on 
foot that is the great fear however in a lot of intelligence circles that we could be in for a long prolonged stay 
and a war of attrition that the Israelis saw when they invaded Lebanon in 1982 Stephen Emerson thank you 
very much for joining us one additional word here from the Pentagon yeah we're told earlier there will be two 
briefing scheduled for tomorrow one at o'clock Eastern Time with a little Norman Schwarzkopf the 
commander of Operation Desert sort will be abroad is not scheduled to take place in Riyadh Saudi Arabia 
seven o'clock Eastern time later tomorrow there will be a briefing here at the Pentagon about 3:30 eastern 
time with general Tom Kelley been very much involved in all of the planning of this operation Pentagon

Gerald post he is professor of psychiatry 
political psychology and international affairs at George Washington University he has done a political profile 
of Saddam Hussein that he presented to the House Armed Services and Foreign Affairs committees during 
their Gulf hearings thank you for joining us pleasure dr. post let me ask you to guess or to anticipate what 
Saddam Hussein what his reaction would likely be to hearing that he has been outdone in the air already in 
these early days to hearing the optimistic reports by the United States is he likely to get more dangerous 
depressed excited motivated what do you think he expected to absorb a massive defeat in the in the major 
air strike when Sodom concluded that he could not withdraw from Kuwait without being dishonored and 
decided to enter conflict he fixed on something that is very strong part of his uncoming of the american 
psyche namely are supposed to be mmm complex his belief was that if he 





be mmm complex his belief was that if he could survive the air onslaught and could engage the United 
States during the top phase in a war of attrition and that he has demonstrated that Iraq is able to absorb 
many can't many casualties whereas the forces of the United States who believe would not it is indeed the 
case of mine that one can win by standing up against a superior opponent the doc did this in 1973 he lost 
significant looked at an enhanced his stature Nasser in 1967 when Qaddafi jets were shot thank the United 


States for making him a hero so it is thought on his belief that he can gain in stature be a hero to the Arab 
world | absolutely annihilate them surviving this and yet it's hard to look at this man and think that he would 
be comfortable being a loser but a martyr and a hero to his own people it's he comfortable only when he is 
Viktor this man is not a martyr but what I'm indicating is that one can be a victor politically without being a 
victor militarily and this man is tough make no mistake about it and he will not yield whether he will be able to 
hold the military under his control is another story but he is quite willing to put the Iraqi people the Iraqi 
military through great hardship with sustain his grand notion of himself as a messianic leader of the Arab 
world some words that people use to describe the demeanors of Presidents Bush and Hussein in the last 
couple of days before the war broke out were resolute determined and resigned are there similarities you see 
in the personalities of these two presidents well | believe both President Bush and President Saddam 
Hussein each were indeed resolute and determined | certainly believe that the similarities stop there 
President Saddam Hussein has really 
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President Saddam Hussein has really dreams of glory and what has happened now Kuwait has long since 
gone off the screen | believe he became intoxicated by the approval of the Palestinian people who saw in 
him their hopes for redemption he they saw him as a as a hero and he now has really engaged this self 
concept as a hero and hopes to go down in our of history for his courage at this moment in history would you 
bet that Saddam Hussein has something up his sleeve or at least thinks he does he is very creative he is 
very manipulative | certainly would not be surprised to see the unleashing of international terrorism one of 
the points to note his rhetoric is vintage Khomeini in calling President Bush Satan the criminal that God is on 
his side he is speaking directly to radical Islamic forces and even though he does not directly control 
concertedly rise in support of him thank you very much for shedding some light on the personality padam 
hussain dr. Jerrold post talking to us from washington CLE ralph that's it for this hour there is a lot more

Kuwait and in Iraq targets that may not have greatly destroyed from the initial wave of u.s. and allied balance 
some of us are of course future command and control headquarters scud missile bases new facility chemical 
facilities all of the day one targets supposedly very successfully conducted but to make sure they're they're 
sending back the fighter bombers taken out take some more pictures to assess the situation to us the death 
there is a sense to senior that the fix Scudders the Scud ballistic missile bases were destroyed in that initial 
run there is though some considerable concerns still here the Pentagon about the mobile air these Scud 
missiles whether any of them were there is a fear that perhaps one of those may be launched in the u.s. 
taking all sorts of precautions to make sure that isn't the case we do a confirmation that along is nice 
strategic b-52 bombers are something there Bob run Republican Guard forces in northwestern Kuwait and in 
southern Iraq we don't completely know the extent of the damage yet yes itself is taking pictures assessing 
all of damage from this very heavy bomb we also know that the u.s. used at least 100 Tomahawk cruise 
missiles from the battleships women and Missouri both of them are right now in the Persian Gulf we do know 
that US ground forces army units Marines are 
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ground forces army units Marines are moving to the border from Saudi Arabia towards they're on the move in 
the words of one senior Pentagon officials but they have not crossed this yes they are awaiting additional 
airstrikes before President Bush and defense secretary Cheney and the commanders of Operation Desert 
Storm send in us grunts they want to completely exhaust the air power to make sure once the ground troops 
go in they will meet with little possible there is no indication here that any Iraqi troops at least in significant 
numbers are surrendering or trying to cross over the situation remains really a source of great concern 
although senior Pentagon officials expressed quiet confidence that day one has gone up good from the US 
point of view it could have been expected yes excuse me well if | see that one or tells us that pilots are 
meeting more resistance this time around are you getting any new information about that and where the 
military campaign is right now we asked questions to the senior Pentagon official who asked not to be 
identified the name was there more anti-aircraft resistance the u.s. aircraft and allied aircraft and the answer 
we got that the basic answer that in any air campaign the stiffest resistance in all of the textbook six but the 
stiffest resistance comes at the beginning war units are destroyed before command and control headquarters 
are indoor radar put out of commission so there's no confirmation at all that there is more there stiffer 
resistance of anything dispenses that better is just the opposite all right well flips it from the Pentagon thanks 
so much Lou now charles bierbauer enum senior White House correspondent joins us from the White House 
child you just heard Wolf Blitzer report there's quiet confidence at the Pentagon about this initial phase of the 
war which were almost 24 hours into now what is the assessment by the president well | think that's a good 
way of characterizing in President Bush at a 
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characterizing in President Bush at a meeting with congressional leaders today cautioned against any 
euphoria at the way things have gone in what are admittedly the early stages of this effort I'll Saddam 
Hussein and his troops from Kuwait the President did say however that he is very pleased with the way 
things are going noted that there is a success and with a minimal loss of life he did say on the other hand 


that there would be no unwarranted optimism President Bush when asked about a need for an unconditional 
surrender by Saddam Hussein said he wasn't going to get hung up in semantics but that he is using force 
and he intends to continue using forth until Iraq complies with those UN resolutions though Congress seems 
encouraged the stock market is through the roof that casualty is apparently as far as we know are low and 
yet the president says - he's cautioning against this euphoria that you mention why's that well for precisely 
those those reasons that it is still early on casualties are going to be lower in an air war than there will be ina 
ground war as wolf is indicating the the ground forces are moving towards the Kuwaiti border if indeed they 
engage with the Iraqi forces there inevitably the the toll of this effort is going to go up so you have to be 
prepared for that you have to be prepared for the potential of a long siege if those Araki troops pulled out all 
of these things are unknown at this point so the president is very much | would assess on the right track to
